FOR THE CALENDAR YEAR 1971. 


THE REPORT COVERS ACTIVITIES OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONER'S OFFICE, ALSO TABLES SHOWING FIRE LOSSES AND FIRE 
CASUALTIES, THE TEN YEAR COMPARISON TABLES FOR FIRE DEATHS, FIRE LOSSES AND NUMBERS OF FIRES ARE REVEALING AND 
SERVE TO REMIND US THAT FIRE CONTROL IS A CONTINUING PROBLEM. 


FIRE LOSSES ARE COLLECTED, RECORDED AND PUBLISHED TO PROVIDE LOSS DATA FROM WHICH TRENDS MAY BE INDICATED 
TO MEASURE THE EFFECTIVENESS OF FIRE PREVENTION ANDFIRE PROTECTION MEASURES PRESENTLY IN PRACTICE AND TO INDICATE 
THOSE AREAS WHICH MAY REQUIRE FURTHER ATTENTION. 


THIS YEAR MARKS THE FIRST REPORT BASED UPON A NEW STANDARD STATISTICAL REPORTING SYSTEM USING STANDARD 
REPORTING FORMS DEVELOPED BY ASTUDY AND REPORT OF THE ASSOCIATION OF CANADIAN FIRE MARSHALS AND FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 
USING THE NEW SYSTEM, STATISTICS WERE COMPILED FROM APPROXIMATELY 20,000 REPORTS RECEIVED FROM FIRE LOSS ADJUSTERS, 
FIRE INSURANCE COMPANIES, FIRE CHIEFS, DISTRICT FIRE INSPECTORS, THE ROYAL CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE MUNICIPAL 
POLICE AND PROPERTY OWNERS WHO REPORT IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE FIRE PREVENTION ACT, FIRE REPORTS 
ARE COLLECTED BY OUR OFFICE, CODED AND SENT TO THE PROVINCIAL DATA CENTRE FOR PROCESSING AND STORING ON TAPE FOR 
LATER RECALL. PRINTOUTS FROM THE DATA CENTRE TO US PROVIDE MONTHLY REPORTS, QUARTERLY REPORTS, ALSO REPORTS ON 
SPECIAL REQUESTS AND INFORMATION FOR THE ANNUAL FIRE LOSS STATEMENT, 


THIS REPORT IS BEING PUBLISHED AND DISTRIBUTED AS AUTHORIZED AND WHEN RECEIVED BY FIRE CHIEFS, MUNICIPAL 
SECRETARIES, INSURANCE COMPANIES, ADJUSTERS AND BY THOSE PERSONS ON A SPECIAL NAME LIST, THERE MAY BE REQUESTS 
FOR MORE DETAILED INFORMATION ON LOSSES IN SPECIFIC TYPES OF BUILDING OCCUPANCY. THIS INFORMATION WILL BE 
READILY AVAILABLE AND WILL BE SUPPLIED UPON REQUEST. THE ANNUAL REPORT IN FUTURE YEARS WILL REFLECT THE DEMANDS 
FOR ADDITIONAL FIRE LOSS DATA AS REQUIRED BY INDUSTRY, THE FIRE SERVICES AND THE PUBLIC AT LARGE. 


IN CONCLUSION, I WISH TO EXPRESS MY APPRECIATION ON BEHALF OF OUR STAFF FOR YOUR STRONG AND SUSTAINING 
INTEREST IN FIRE PREVENTION MATTERS AND I AM CONFIDENT THAT I SPEAK ON BEHALF OF THE ENTIRE FIRE SERVICES OF THE 
PROVINCE IN ACKNOWLEDGING THAT PROVINCIAL GOVERNMENT SUPPORT AND LEADERSHIP IS A DECISIVE FACTOR IN ALL EFFORTS 
BY THE PEOPLE TO IMPROVE FIRE PROTECTION IN THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA.

THE PURPOSE OF FIRE CRIME CONTROL OR TO DISCOVER THE CAUSE OF FIRE IN ORDER TO ESTABLISH BETTER FIRE PRE- 
VENTION SAFEGUARDS. 


THE FIRE COMMISSIONER ACTED AS CHAIRMAN OF A FIRE CRIMES COMMITTEE OF THE ASSOCIATION OF 
CANADIAN FIRE MARSHALS AND FIRE COMMISSIONERS. REPORTS ARE EXCHANGED BETWEEN PROVINCES AND TRENDS

ABOUT 12:40 A.M. FIRE IS NOTED COMING FROM THIS
